I am doubtful if such 
an arrangement con be made, and, 
muth as’ I, sympathise with the 
praiseworthy object of the college, 1 
am doubtful also whether the pro- 
vision of such a large sum tn respect 
of a single refugee could be justified.” 

It was resolved ‘to approach the 
Minister again, requesting him to 
consider whether £250 per annum 
might be granted for five years, on 
the condition that the colleges find 
the same sum by voluntary contribu- 
tions.

Anti-Nazi Film . 
GERMANS 
PROTEST 


Chungking, Aug. 16. 

A dispute in Indirect form between 
Communist Russia and Nazi Ger- 
many occurred in China’s capital this 
week when the German Embassy 
filed a protest at the Foreign Once 
demanding a ban on the antl-Fascist 
picture “Professor Mantock,” 9 Soviet 
production depicting the unfortunate 
Mfe of au German physician of Jewish 
orlgin, 

The picture, ‘which belonys to 
Russia's Asia Films:of Chinaei, was 
first shown on August 5S at Weivi 
Theatre, which is the only one 
operating in the city, The German 
Embassy protested on the ground 
that the picture incited anti-German 
sentiments, whereupon the Social 
Welfare Bureau was instructed — to 
carry out a ban, At the same time 
the Police Bureau despatched oMcers 
to enforce order because the theatre, 
which held a permit ranted by the 
Chinese movie censors to show the 
pleture, refused to comply with the 
order. ‘The Municipal Government 
hen ordered the theatre to remain 
closed for three days for fallure to 
comply with the order. 

However, when the picture was 
again submitted for censorship, the 
censors did not find any evidence 
warranting a ban and returned the 
picture uncensored. It is understood 
that the theatre will resume showing 
the pleture, which at the first shows 
drew packed houscs, 

Meanwhile the Communlst paper 
New China Datly News in on editorial 
in the matter-draws three important 
conclusions and says, “The German 
Embassy hua not interfered unreison- 
ably with our internal life. We 
know that Germany hay loterfered 
with affairs in Austria and Czecho- 
Slovakia, Now she !s using the same 
action on us and it scems some people 
in the country hero are willing to 
stand such humilation. This Is a 
warning to us all. 

“Secondly, the picture 1s anti- 
Fasclst and tells the truth. The 
‘Chines¢ who are being oppressed by 
the Fascists should be encouraged 
by the fim and similarly 
States ‘authorities shoul 
the &howlng of the Alm to school 
children. 

“Thirdly, the 
mobilisation for resistance. 
that encourages resistance should ‘be 
permitted to be shown.’—United 
Press,

‘Indian 
Sympathy 
For China 


Chungking, “Aug. 16, 

“The Indian people are ‘disappoint- 
ed in Japnn and they fect very sorry 
that they can no Jonger point to 
Japan nas an example of a great 
Eastern natlon because of Japanese 
aggression in China and because of 
the monstrous atrocities committed 
by Japanese soldiers." . 

‘This ‘declaration is contained fn 
an article in the Indian. Witness 
written by Pastor Shot I. Mondol of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church jin 
Asansol, India, who hnd spent three 
months travelling, In China early this 


“year, 


Pastor Mondol continues: “The 
effect oof Japanese - aggression in 
China soes deeper than the mere 
material damage done in the destruc- 
tion of homes, clties, properties and 
the bombing of men and women,and 
children, The establishment of com- 
fort homes for soldiers, another name 
for houses of prostitution, ‘the en- 
courazement and expansion of trade 
in opium, heroin and other narcotics 
are even more menacing to the moral 
and spiritual well-being of the 
people. One of the things thnt the 
Chinese Central Government wos 
putting down with a strong hand was 
the use of narcotics. 

“To-day in the occupied areas 
Opium, morphine, heroin and other 
drugs are rampant, Narcotic traf- 
ficking has spread with remarkable 
rapidity in the occupied arens. It 
hos been left to the Japanese to 
devise this new and ingenious method 
of carrying on war by demoralising 
the people ond weakening their will 
to resist by the widespread intro- 
duction of deadening drugs, then 
making them pay for the cost of the 
war by buying their own destruction.

rest of the world fs about this in- 
sidious, unscrupulous  soul-kkiMing 
narcotle traMc that is threatening 
not only China but other countries of 
the world, 


Appeal for Boycott 

“What can India do to help China 
rise again? First, let us nat in our 
‘peace and security forget those of 
our fellow human beings in China 
who have lost everything. Secondly, 
Iet us not by purchasing : Japanese 
goods put money into Japanese hands 
to buy war materials. I am fomilar 
with the arguments against boycott. 
But so far I have not heard of a 
better alternative. 

While we were in Chungking, a 
Methodist missionary brought out a 
picce of iron that he had picked up 
after an air rald in which 141 per- 
sons were killed. This particular 
bomb had lodged‘ itself in the 
Methodist Girls'’§ School compound 
damaging the wail and parts of some 
bulldings.

“Tam sure none of us would

of innocent people and the binsting 
to dust of homes and prosperous 
cities. We can help just a little by 
refusing to buy Japanese goods ond 
persuading our friends to do the 
same. If someone argues that this 
will spell hardship on the {innocent 
Japanese people, then we reply in 
the words of Dr, E, Stanley Jones; 
‘Let our economic wounds answer 
theirs, wey break with them econo- 
mically to meet with them agnin in 
fellowship on a higher ,level, when 
this moral wrong which has separated 
us has been removed,'"—Central 
News,

- LEONARD MERRICK 


Famous English. Novelist - 
And Playwright Dies 


London, Aug. B 
The death {s announced to-duy of 
Leonard Merrick, the famous novel- 
ist. He was 75 years of age,— 
Reuter, $ 


Leonard Merrick was 
London in 1864, and educated at 
Brighton College, His name was 
originally Miller, but he changed it 
to Merrick by legal process, Going 
to South Africa when 18, he enter- 
ed the civil ‘service there, but two 
years later returned to England and 
joined a: touring theatrical company, 
playing in melodrama. He then be- 
fan_to write and spent long periods 
in Paris, studying French life, one 
result of which was. the production 
of a number of short stories which 
are regarded by eminent critics as 
Unst ‘passed. His first novel “Violet 
Moses”, was written in 1988 ond was 
followed by “The Mnn who was 
Good,” “This Stage of Fools,” “Cyn- 
thin,” and “The Position of Peguy 
Harper." Those by which he ts best 
Known ore, however, “Conrad in 
Quest of his Youth,” “The House of 
Lynch” and “The Man who Under- 
stood Women." In commenting on 
Moerrick's works Sir James’ Barrie 
wrote that he, was the “novolist's 
novelist," tho author whom other 
authors studied, No one possessed a 
greater ort of telling stories: he 
wrote comedies, but tragedy lurked 
at all the corners and the reader 
was forever wondering what was to 
be: found on the next page. Merrick 
never had the appreciation he de- 
served from the general public—so 
much so that'a special edition of hig 
novels was issued to popularise them, 
each with a culogistic: Introduction 
by ao different author. a

HE invasion yesterday of the 
area adjoining the British 
leased territory from Po On to 
Shumchun by a large body of 
Japanese troops—some of whom 
are suspected of being .Shan- 
tung “puppet”? or Formosan 
soldiers—arouses once more the 
question that has never been 
far distant from most people's 
minds during the last two 
years: What chance has the 
Colony of withstanding an at- 
tack from outside? Unlike 
Danzig and other disputed areas 
whose fate has occupied the 
world of recent months, the 
Colony has not to worry about 
an attack from inside.

The St.John Association had a 
hospital at Pingwu along the rail- 
way, but its vicinity was bombed 
last week and the nurses were withs 
drawn, There is another hospital at 
Namtao, where the Japanese landed. 
Two nurses were there, but one came 
Into Hongkong a few days ago, The 
other is not yet accounted for. 


The St. John’s main establishment 
over the border was the old Casino 
bullding at Shumchun. There were 
some seventy patients there, with two 
doctors, about seven nurses and elght 
stretcher bearers, A Jopancse acro-~ 
plane came over carly yesterday and 
machine-gunned something in the 
while. other acroplanes 
dropped a few bombs near Shumchun 
market. The Ambulance staff com- 
menced a hurried evacuation. Many 
of the patients had to be carried to 
Hongkong territory and all but three 
were got out. On the last trip the 
stretcher bearers were surprised by 
the Japanese. As the latter entered 
the hospital the bearers left by the 
other door. The Japanese” had 
already established themselves at the 
bridges, so the stretcher bearers had 
to wade and swam the river: 


Almost the whole of the hospltal 
equipment + instruments, mosquito 
nets, much ‘milk, rice and other food, 
in all worth thousands of dollars, had 
to be left behind. The doctors and 
nurses also lost thelr clothes and had 
only what‘ they wore.’ They worked 
foodless from early morning until 
late evening tending refugees: Some 
of these were in.misernble plight, 
heavy rain showers adding to thelr 
hardship.

Gen. Piggott 
_ To Retire 
From Army 


Tokyo, Aug. 16. 

After a stay in Japan of 35 years, 
Major-General F. S. G. Piggott is 
sailing from Yokohama on November 
3, en route home vin Canada, He 
has served ag the Military Attache to 
the British Embassy since 1036, 
Upon return home it is understood 
that Major-Genernl Piggott will retire 
from active service, 


In an interview the outgoing 
British oMcidl said, “I do not Hke to 
discuss politics, but I hope that the 
present Anglo-Japanese differences 
nal be settled amicably before 1 go 
home, . 


“I lived in Japan for approximately 
35 years, first coming here as a child 
when my late father was a legal 
adviser to the Japnnese Government, 


“My position at home ‘has not yet 


been established. I am reluctant’ to [ 


leave Japan ‘ag I regard it as my 
second home, having lived here for 
such, a dong period. But I must 
comply with my instructions and go 
home. 


“My + successor, Lt.-Col. B. R. 
Mullaly, lived here for three years 
from 1926 us a language officcr. 

. Major-General Piggott’ came to 

Japan for the first time at the age of 
five,.when his father, Dr. Francis T, 
Piggott was a legal adviser to the 
Inte Prince Hlrobum! Itch, one of the 
authors of the Japanese Constitution, 
Returaing home at the age of cight, 
he became a soldier and came back 
to Japan os a Licutenant and language 
oMcer at the time of the Russo- 
Japanese Wor. His third visit to 
Japan was made in 1910 when he was 
appointed ‘assistant ' military ‘attache 
at Tolyo.—Domel,

The British riders are in’ strict 
tralningg under the guidance of olvil 
experts like George Rowley, Bert 
Perriyo and Len ifeath, Any one of 
the team can now hold his own with 
most civilian “serimble" and triat 
experts; they can even change a4 
broken fork in a few minutes. 


The Importance of the mechanisa- 
tion of the Army to the British motor 
cycle industry cannot be exopgerated, 
Practionlly every unit of the Army 
now has its motor cycle detachment, 
The total number of machines in use 
ix understood to be nearly 22,000; 
yet had it been sustgested twelve 
months aso that the Army would 
soon have even 10,000 machines, it 
would not have been believed, 

British manufacturers are seeing 
to it that the machines are the very 
best; industry is leaving nothing to 
chance. “ 


LAST YEAR'S LESSON 


In last year's International Six 
Days Trial the Army riders had to 
pilot machines welghing over 300 Ibs 
through the water splashes ond 
sheep tracks of the Welsh moune 
tains. 


The German team which won 
suffered the loss of far fewer points 
than the British, as the riders were 
able to avoid retiremenls on the 
road for which 100 marks are lost 
daily by cach rider. 

Britain's selected machines. this 
year are the 406 oc. “BS.A." and 
the 4090 ac. “Norton”, and Army re- 
quirements are already persuading 
British manufacturers to consider 
producing: a fully-equipned machine 
that is really Hght—probably about 
250 jbs. 7 


FUTURE DESIGN 


In this way the Army motor cycle 
“boom" will play an important part 
in respect of future design; and the 
subsequent benefits will sutomatic~ 
ally be passed on to the public, 

Recently the War Office took de- 
livery of a batch of motor cycle 
combinations with drive on the side- 
car wheel as well os the rear wheel, 
Formerly confined to usc’ in the 
desert, this sidecar outfit is being 
found to be of great value jn carry- 
ing three men and equipment as 
“cavalry” advance units, as they, can 
operate over almost any type ‘of

REGISTER 
AS CENSUS 


Preparations ‘Now 
Completed 


LONDON, Aug. 16, (Reuter). 
—Prepnarations for a National 
ent 
of war have now been made in 
accordance with a decision an- 
nounced by the Lord Privy Seal 
in the House of Commong in 
December, it was disclosed in a 
Press conference at Somersct 
House. 


It was stated that some months 
go preparations had already reached 
a stage from which they could be 
rapidly perfected in an cmergency, 
and since then they had been fully 
completed. 


The preparations fall under two 
heads; firstly, the initial compilation 
of the Register; sccondly, the main- 
tenance and subsequent operation of 
the Reglster. 


Census As Alternative 


The compilation is planned on 
census lines and executive arrange- 
ments have been made to serve the 
dual purpose of the compilation of 
the Register in an emergency, and 
alternatively of taking the 1942 cen- 
sus if there is no emergency. 


‘To facilitate cnumeration in an 
emergency, the size of the districts 
has been reduced so that the total 
number of districts in Britain will 
be over 65,000. The enumcrators of 
these districts are now complete with- 
in a few hundred. . All the schedules, 
forms and: books of instructions 
necessary for the Snitlal compllation 
of -the Register. are printed and either. 
stored or distributed, 


The National Register includes all 
members of the population. The 
scheme provides a comprehensive 
system of identity and registration 
framed to mect, as far as possible, 
ull needs in the contingency of war 
conditions. 


Babies To Bo Included — 


When making his return, the 
enumerator will issue an identity 
card to each membér of the house- 
hold, including babies, bearing the 
name and serlal number. This sys- 
tem should enable any individual to 
be traced and has been specially 
adapted by supplementary arrange- 
ments to facilitate the re-union of 
families separated by evacuation and 
other forms of the dispersion sys- 
tem. It will also be co-ordinated 
with any system of food rationing 
introduced in time of war. 


Tho diMflcully of enumeration that 
would be created under bombardment 
on the outbreak of hostilitics has not 
been under-rated but it is folt that 
the balance of advantage fs in over- 
whelming favour of its success if the 
task is tackIed in time when an emer- 
gency arises, 

The Registrar General; Sir Sylvanus 
Vivian, has no intention of bringing 
the scheme into operation during 
peace. In war there js no doubt but 
that one of the functlons of the Re- 
gister will be to facilitate national

And What Of Hongkong? 
HE invasion yesterday of the 
area adjoining the British 
leased territory from Po On to 
Shumchun by a large body of 
Japanese troops—some of whom 
are suspected of being Shan- 
tung ‘ “puppet” or Formosan 
soldicra—arouses once more the 
question that has never been 
far distant from most people's 
minds during the last two 
years: What chance has the 
Colony of withstanding an at- 
tack from outside? Unlike 
Danzig and other disputed areas 
whose fate has occupied the 
world of recent months, the 
Colony has not to worry about 
an attack from inside. The 
Chinese, the Indians and, the

Many 
of the patlents had to be carried to 
Hongkong territory and all but three 
were got out, On the last trip the 
stretcher bearers were surprised by 
the Japanese. As the latter entered 
the hospital the bearers left by the 
other door. The Japanese’ had 
already established themselves at the 
bridges, so the stretcher bearers had 
to wade and swam the river,

The importance of the mechanisa- 
lion of the Army to the British motor 
eycle industry cannot be exeggerated, 
Practionly every unit of the Army 
mow has its motor cycle detachment. 
The total number of machines in use 
Iu ttnderstood to be nearly 22,000; 
yet had it been sugested twelve 
months ogo that the Army would 
soon have even 10,000 machines, it 
would not have been belleved. 

British moanunacturers are seeing 
to it that the machines are the very 
best; industry is leaving nothing to 
chanco. . 


LAST YEAR'S LESSON

There are, I pnust add, a few de- 
lightful exceptions—women whose 
lives are a proof that aunts need not 
be nbolished altogether, They could 
he helpful and charming members of 
society, if only they could be con- 
vineed that purents are not neces- 
narily  foolst If only they believed

In conclusion the speaker said: “We 
have shown the warld that we have 
ideals no less than. the Totalitarian 
States’ ideal, Harder of nccomplish- 
ment becuuse they are far higher 
ideals, they Involve the co-operation 
of men of their own free will endca- 
vouring to work with God himself in 
ralsingt mankind.” 


Flew Too Near 
Maginot Line 


London, Aug. 16, 

Six warning shells were fired at 
the Imperial Airways liner Fortuna 
when she flew close to a prohibited 
area neur the French border while 
en route from Zurich to Croydon 
with nine British passengers. 

The first shell burst some distance 

In front of the plane and within a 
few minutea five more burst close 
to the plane,- causing the pilot to 
change course,

Anti-Nazi Film 


GERMANS

Chungking, Aug. 16. 

A dispute in indirect form between 
Comununist Russia and Nazi Ger- 
many occurred in China’s capital this 
week when the German Embassy 
Nled a protest at the Forcign Office 
demanding a ban on the antl-Fascist 
picture “Professor Manlock,” a Sovict 
production depicting the unfortunate 
life of a German physician of Jowlsh 
origin. 

The picture, which belongs to 
Russia's Asia Films of Chinaci, was 
first shown.on August. G.at  Weivi 
Theatre, which .is the only one 
operating In the city. The German 
Embassy protested on the ground 
that the picture incited anti-German 
sentiments, whereupon the Soclal 
Welfare Bureau was instructed to 
carry outa ban. At the same time 
the Police Bureau despatched officers 
to enforce order because the theatre, 
which held a‘permit granted by the 
Chinese movie censors to show the 
picture, refused to comply with the 
crder. The Municlpal Government 
then ordered the theatre to remain 
closed for three days for failure to 
comply with the order. 

However,-when the picture — was 
again submitled for censorship, the 
censors did not find any evidence 
warranting a ban and returned the 
picture uncensored. It is understood 
that the theatre will resume showing 
the picture, which at the first shows 
drew packed houses. . 

Meanwhile the Communist _ paper 
New China Daily News in an cditorlol 
in the matter draws three important 
conclusions and says, “The German 
Embassy has not interfered unreason- 
ably with our internal Ife. We 
know that Germany has interfered 
with affairs In Austria and Czecho- 
Slovakia, Now she Is using the same 
action on us and it seems some pcople 
in the country here are willing to 
stand such humiliation. This is a 
warning to us all. 3

Petty OMcer T. Mitchell, who was 
coxswain of the M.T.B. at the time 
of the collision, said that at no time 
Sor the boat change her course (o 

rt. 

Questioned by Mr. Whyatt, wit- 
ness sald that before the collision he 
had been coxswain of the M.T.B, for 
14 months. He was not acquainted 
with the harbour rule limiting the 
speed to ten knots, He could not 
remember any occasion jn which his 
boat travelled at 16 knots though it 
wus quite possible In an emergency. 

When. the M-T.B. left the camber 
{t was going at 12 Knots. It could 
have fone at nine’ knots but this 
would have affected the stecring, 

This concluded the case for plain- 
tiffs, and Mr. Whyatt then submitted 
he had no case to answer, basing his 
arguments on the preliminary act. 


Mr. Whyatt's Submission 


He submitted that admissions of 
fact in a preliminary act were 
absolutely binding: and could not be 
devinted. = Plaintiffs had stated in 
their preliminary act that 30° seconds 
‘before the collision the Iaunch still 
did not alter her course or speed, 
“That was-the-ease which he had to 
mect but now the plaintiffs, in order 
to substantiate their claim, had tried 
to show that it was in fact within 
tu few seconds and not 30 scconds. 
Licut. Boddy might have been 
honestly mistaken but that was his 
misfortune and not the defendant's, 
because it was now too late to alter 
it. Once he mentioned 30 seconds in 
the preliminary act he could not say 
he was sorry Jt was a mistake; In Jaw 
he was bound by that statement. 

Under the circumstances, plaintiffs 
could not succeed in their case. In 
order to suceced, thay had to throw 
overboard the statement in the pre- 
liminary act, a step which, In law, 
they could not do. They were bound 
by it and as there was no evidence 
in support of thelr case, defendants 
should not be called upon to answer.

NATIONAL 
REGISTER 
AS CENSUS 


Preparations Now 
Completed 


LONDON, Aug. 16, (Reuter). 
—Preparations for a National 
Register to operate in the event 
of war have now been made in 
accordance with a decision an- 
nounced by the Lord Privy Senl 
in the House of Commons in 
December, it was disclosed in a 
Press conference at Somerset 
House. 


It was stated that some menths 
2g0 preparations had already reached 
t stage from which they could be 
rapidly perfected In an emergency, 
nnd since then’ they had been fully 
completed, 


The preparations {aj} under two 
heads; firstly, the initlal compilation 
of the Register; secondly, the main- 
tenance and subsequent operation of 
the Register. 


Census As Altcrnative 


-Tho compilation is planned on 
census lines and exccutive arrange- 
ments have been made to servo the 
dual purpose of the compilation of 
the Register in an emergency, and 
alternatively of taking the 1941 ccn- 
sus If there is no emergency. 


To facilitate: enumeration in an 
emergency, the size of the districts 
has been reduced so that the total 


number of districts in Britain will} - 


be over 65,000. The enumerators of 
these districts are now complete with- 
in a few hundred. All the schedules, 
forms and books of instructlons 
necessary for the initial compilation 
of the Register are printed and either 
stored or distributed, ~~ 7 


The National Register includes all 
members of the population. The 
scheme provides a comprchensive 
system of identity and registration 
framed to mect, as far as possible, 
oll needs in the contingency of war 
condltions. 


Babics To Be Included . 


When making his return, the 
enumerator will issue on identity 
card to each member of the house- 
hold, including babies, bearing the 
name and serlal number..._This_sys- 
tem should enable any individual to 
be traced and has been specially 
adapted by supplementary ‘arranges 
ments to facilitate the re-union of 
families separated by evacuation and 
other forms of the di8persion ByS- 
tem. It will also be co-ordinnted 
with any system of food rationing 
Introduced in time of war, 


Tho difficulty of enumeration that 
would bo created ander bombardment 
on the outbreak of hostilities has not 
been under-rated but it iy felé that 
the balance of advantage ts In over- 
whelming favour of its success ff the 
task ds tackled in time when an emer- 
gency arises. 

The Registrar General, Sir Sylvanus 
Vivian, has no-intention of bringing 
the scheme Into operation during 
peace. In war there is ‘no-doubt but 
that one of the functions of the Re- 
gister will be to facilitate national 
service of whatever kind the Gov- 
ernment decides upon.

The patient who can overcome all 
embarrassment and has any interest 
in his own particular case, however, 
need have little lp fear from enter= 
ing the theatre. On the other hand,

It may’ seem a simple matter to 
write In such a veln- some weeks 
after the experience; but I can well 
remember. all the feelings I had at 
the time, and I must say that my 
interest in what the professor was 
saying was uppermost from the mo- 
ment he started.

A leading — British punner has a 
“two-peared heart. He Js A. G. K. 
Brown, the Cambridge University 
athIcte. 

Experiments on Brown by Sir 
Adolphe Abrahams, Dean of West- 
minster Hospital Medical School, and 
a brother:'of H. M. Abrahams, the 
athlete, are described by him in a 


paper published in The Lancet. 

As a rule, says Sir Adolphe, dece- 
Ieration of the heart's beat begins 
within 10 to 15 seconds of the cessa- 
tlon of exerclse and continues regu- 
larly, with a return to the resting 
rate within 45 seconds. 

“But in a few outstanding exam- 
ples of whom the leading British 
runner of the present day is one,” 
he adds, “the acceleration of heart 
actlon persists for approximately 
half a minute and suddenly ylelds 
to the resting. rate. 

“It seems as if the circulatory 
system works on two gears, so to 
speak. There must be some ‘click- 
ing over’ of a nervous regulatory 
mechanism, but I cannot find a satis- 


faciory physiologicn! explanation.)
